BOARD OF BEHAVIORAL SCIENCES

Order of Adoption

The Board of Behavioral Sciences of the Department of Consumer Affairs hereby
adopts regulations in Division 18 of Title 16 of the California Code of Regulations, as
follows:

Add Section 1832.5 to Division 18 of Title 16 as follows:

8§ 1832.5 Interim Recognition of Degrees from Institutions
Approved by the Bureau for Private Postsecondary and Vocational Education.

(a) A doctor’s or master’s degree in marriage, family, and child counseling, marital and family
therapy, psychology, clinical psychology, counseling psychology, or counseling with an
emphasis in either marriage, family, and child counseling, or marriage and family therapy,
obtained from a school, college, or university that held an approval to operate from the Bureau
for Private Postsecondary and Vocational Education (Bureau) as of its sunset date of June 30,
2007 will be considered by the Board to meet the course requirements necessary for licensure
under Section 4980.40 or registration under Section 4980.44 of the Business and Professions
Code provided that the degree is awarded on or before June 30, 2008.

(b) This Section will become inoperative if legislation is enacted reauthorizing the Private
Postsecondary and Vocational Education Reform Act of 1989 (Chapter 7, Division 10, Title 3 of
the Education Code (8§ 94700 et seq.)) and the Bureau or a successor agency.
